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The Terminal Disclaimer, filed Feb. 28, 2003, overcomes the provisional obviousness- 
type double patenting rejection of claims 1-19 over claims 1-26 of copending application 
no. 09/912,645. 

Applicant argues that Cohen (6,060,993) fails to disclose a "vehicle comprising. ..a 
position determining system adapted to determine a position and a direction of travel of 
said vehicle" (claim 1) and "method comprising the steps of... determining a position and 
a direction of travel of a mobile vehicle using a position and direction determining 
system" (claim 8). Cohen discloses this in column 4, lines 14-26. 
Applicant also argues that Cohen (6,060,933) fails to disclose "method comprising the 
steps of ...selecting an item of said content according to a position and a direction of 
travel of said mobile vehicle..., said position and said direction of travel determined 
using a position and direction determining system" (claim 15). Cohen discloses this at 
column 4, lines 42-46.
